The sensation of the hour is Louise. The 
cowardly opium fiend who egged his wife 
on to vitriol throwing, was on trial yester- 
day,but no one cared for him. All thoughts, 
all tongues were busy about the handsome, 
big-eyed girl whose career for the last 
eighteen months has been a recurrent sen- 
sation for the whole State—Miss Louise C. 
Perkins, The sad story of her life sin ce, at 
fresh 16, she met Lucky Baldwin; the ap- 
palling revelations of the trial of her case 
against him for breach of promise; the 
promotitude with which a jury gave her a 
verdict for $75,000; the manner in which the 
case has been staved off and fought 
off, and a new trial granted: the sudden 
and startling news published by Tuk Irimes 
amonth ago, and jonR denied by its con- 
temporaries, that Louise had been led to 
compromise—all these things are fresh in 
the mind of the reader. It was generally 
supposed that the compromise would end 
the matter and that Louise would be seen 
here no myre, although her lawyers an- 
nounced their intention to fight the case 
through. Baldwin evidently thought the 
chase was over, for he is now in New York. 

So yesterday morning when the train 
from San Francisco arrived here. and Mrs. 
Perkins and Miss Louise stepped from the 
stateroom of a Pullman, attended by an 
athletic detective. They entered a car- 
riage and were driyen to the Johnson man- 
sion, where Miss Louise kept herself in- 
accessible all day, save to her attorneys. 
She was warm and tired from her long trip, 
but otherwiss all right. The news of her 
arrival’ spread like wildfire and every one 
was on the qui vive. 


The Scene in Court. 

Baldwin 
had been set for 9 a.m., it was nearly 11 
o'clock yesterday morning before Judge 
O'Melveny could get through with a few 
minér suits which preceded it on the calen- 
dar.

But, admit- 
‘ting that the document was as counsel rep- 
resented it to be, he could show by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court that the exist- 
ence of such a document under the circum-

Mr. Van Dyke then followed for the de-

The Chronic Nuisance Growing Worse 
and Worse, 
Nothwithstanding the faet that the Salva- 
tion Army people, from captain to the low- 
est hoodlum in the ranks, promised the 
Chief of Police that they would not march 
on the streets again, they were out in full 
force last night.

The hoodlum 
mob gave a gleeful cheer, and the oflicers 
saw at once that they would be compelled 
to take the whole gang of  red-shirted 
cranks to the police station to keep the 
hoodlum element from mobbing them, The 
crowd followed and kept ap a continual 
hooting and yelling until they reached the 
City Prison, and seven or eight oflicers 
were called in to keep the mob back. The 
captain, with the red, red shirt and the 
garlic breath was taken to the Chief's office 
and a squad of police escorted the remainder 
of the army back to the hall. The crowd 
followed ata i seg distance and quietl 
climbed the stairway that led tothe hall. 
The army took the stage and was svon carry- 
ing on the regular performance. Ina few 
minutes the hoodluins joined in the services 
and to show that they were being conv exited 
they smashed up benches, aad raised Cain 
anger ve Finally the Chief and some of 
is officers, who had remained at the hall, 
closed the meeting and the erowd made its 
way to the sidew k. Today warrants will 
issued for the whole gang, and unless 
they leave the city they will be arrested 


and turned over to the tender mercies of 
Justice Anstin. The Chief made the 
captain of the army understand this 
thoroughly, and allowed him to go. The 
Chief has made up his mind to put an end 
to such disgraceful proceedings on the 
streets if possible.

1 at first applied oil of linseed, bi-carbonate 
of soda and lime water. |The doctor here 
explained the comparative density of vitriol 
and water.} Vitriol is heavier than water. 
I called in consultation Dr. Kierulff, an 
occulist, as I thought Petrie might loose his 
eyesight. Sulphuric acid is a corrosive 
acid, and, when applied to the body will 


remove the skin, unless counter- 


acted by some oleoginous substance. 
[Petrie was recalled and the doctor traced 
the course of the acid on his face.) 
DR. ROSS 
was sworn and testified: I attended Petrie 
some time in May,in the back end of 
Heinzman’s drug store on Main street. I| 
found his face swollen, highly inflamed 
and he complained of intense pain. He was 
suffering from some corrosive acid which 
had been poured on his face apparently. 
DR. KIERULFF 
was sworn and testified: I am a practicing 
-physician of this city. I know Charles R. 
Petrie. I was last May called to visit him 
and found him at Heinzman’s drug store. 
‘He was suffering from some corrosive sub- 
stance which had been applied to his face, 
which presented a dark and burned appear- 
ance. The tissues of his face had been de- 
stroyed. The left eye was very much 
swollen. The right eye was not so severe- 
ly swollen as the left. The material had 
passed from the forehead, down the left 
Side of the face, over the eves, lips and 
chin. It was of a destructive or an eatin 
substance.

Kendall Deserted by His Men and in 
a Critical Position. 


Boys Detected in the Act of Attempting to Wreck 
a Train in Texas—Railways Again at 
Variance Over Rates—Other 
Eastern News.

DENVER, Aug. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Gov. Adams this afternoon re- 
ceived a telegram from Adjt.-Gen. West at 
Glenwood Springs containing an appeal 
from Sheriff Kendall for assistance. In re- 
sponse to this the Governor ordered the 
cavalry companies of Denver, Colorado 
Springs, Cafion City, Leadville and Aspen 
to start for the front at once. They leave 
for the seat of war tonight at 8 o’clock. The 
Governor also telegraphed Gen. Crook at 
Omaha that the situation was becoming 
serious, and urged the War Department to 
protect the settlers. 

The fact is that Kendall has had several 
skirmishes with the Indians since last 
Thursday, and has been deserted by a part 
of his men, and is now left in a dangerous 
position surrounded by Indians, his com- 
mand being without food and ammunition. 
lt is not denied that serious results are an- 
ticipated unless prompt action is taken by 
the State militia. ? 

KENDALL’S DANGEROUS POSITION. 

A Glenwood special to the Times says: 
Van Clief, the courier whom Gen. West 
sent out to find Sheriff Kendall, arrived this 
morning, having ridden from Kendall’s 
camp, near Thornburg, the battle ground 
in less than thirteen hours, a distance of 
105 miles. Forty of Kendall’s men weak- 
ened and deserted him, leaving only fifteen 
men. He is greatly reduced and worn out, 
and is working toward Meeker for reinforce- 
ments. Van Clief says that Harry Goff was 
started out five hours ahead of him from 
Meeker with a message. He had not 
arrived, and it is feared he has fallen with 
the Utes. The messenger says the Utes 
are coming up from the reservation, and 
Augustine’s band from Douglass creek. 
A messenger has also been dispatched to 
Kort Duchesne for cavalry. None of 
Kendall’s men were killed, but one hada 
horse shot from under him. The greatest 
excitement prevails. 

UTES NEAR MEEKER. 

A special to the Republican from Raw» 
lins, Wyo., says: A messenger from White 
river has just arrived, and reports that 
about 150 Utes are fighting at Beaver 
creék, fifteen miles from Mecker.

A Worm That Kats Up Steel Rails. 
{Cologne Gazette.| 

The existence has just been dis- 
covered of a detestable microbe which 
feeds upon iron with as much gluttony 
as the phylloxera upon the vine. Some 
time ago the greatest consternation 
existed among the engineers employed 
on the railway at Hagen by the acci- 
dents occurring #t the same place, 
proving that some terrible defect must 
exist either in the material or the con- 
struction of the rails. The German 
Government directed an inquiry to 

made, and a Commission of Surveil- 
lance to be formed for the purpose of 
maintaining constant watch at the 


attended with loss of life—had oc- 
curred. It was not, however, . until 
after six months had elapsed that the 
surface of the rails appeared to be cor- 
roded, as if by acid, to the extent of 
100 yards.

It is of a light gray 
color, and on the head carries two 
little glands filled with a corrosive se- 
cretion, which is ejected wt mg | ten 
minutes upon the iron.. This liquid 
renders the iron soft and spongy, and 
of the color of rust, and it is then 
greedily devoured by the _ insect.

‘What Some San Francisco Editors 


Have to Say About It. 
Monday’s San Francisco Chronicle 
adds the following virile editorial to 
the general condemnation of the farce | 


in Mrs. Rozelle’s case: 


“Once in awhile there is such an 
absolute miscarriage of justice as to 
shake the public faith in the utility of 
the machinery provided by law for the 
punishment of offenses, and one of 
those cases has just ha oF gr in Los 
Angeles in the failure of a jury to con- 
vict Mrs. Rozelle. The facts of the 
case are too familiar to need anything 
more than a ‘reference. The woman 
did not attempt to deny that she had 
put sniphuric acid on the face of Petrie, 
but while he swore that she poured it | 
on, she swore that he dashed iton. She | 
toldaridiculous story about an assault 
being committed by Petrie. which no- | 
body believed; and even if the jury had 
beliieved it, the attempted assault 
would not have justified the use of oil 
of vitriol as a weapon of defense. As 
a matter of fact, there was no defense 
worthy of the name, and yet three of 
the jurors, so it is reported, "declined to 
convict, on the ground that the defend- 
ant was a woman and had been pun- 
ished enough. 

“What kind of law-abiding, law-- 
respecting citizens can these men be 
who recognize sex in crime and claim 
that a brief detention while awaiting a 
trial for felony is sufficient punish- 
ment? How can these men reconcile 
their conduct in the jury-room with 
their solemn oath to try the case ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence, 
and a true verdict render? Is that 
their idea of a, true verdict? [If it is, 
God help their ignorance and asinine 
stupidity and keep them off of trial 
juries forever hereafter. 

“It isthe most charitable thing that 
can be said of these three jurors to 
charge them with being natural-born 
fools and congenial idiots; for upon no 
other theory, except one, that of being 
corrupted, can their refusal to convict 
be accounted for. The testimony for the 

ple was free from contradiction on 
all material points: the woman herself 
was successfully impeached time and 
again; the evidence of the crime was 
undisputed; there was actually no loop- 
hole of escape for the she-fiend from 
the consequences of her crime. And 
yet these three men coolly announced 
to the other nine jurors that their 
minds were made up, and argument 
was useless. The immediate result of 
their action is a mis-trial and the ex- 
pense to Los Angeles county of a sec- 
ond attempt to have justice done. 

Whoever these three men may be, 
Los Angeles has no further use for 
them. They are either fools or per- 
jurers, and any community can get 
along without either. If they are wise, 
they will fold their tents as rapidly as 
possible and silently steal away; 
not from any fear of personal violence, 
for the citizens of Los Angeles are not 
given to that, but from a desire to 
evade the scorn and contempt of hon- 
est, law-obeying people, who must shun 
them as one would the pestilence, fear- 
ful lest their very touch should con- 
taminate. 

“These are the men who bring un- 
merited contempt upon the jury system, 
and cause a frequent demand for its 
abolition. Regardless of their duty as 
citizens, unmindful of their oaths as 
jurors, they flatly refuse to do what 
they know to be right, because, as they 
say, the defendant is a woman. Shame 
on such paltry excuses. Let them tell 
the truth and acknowledge either that 
they have been corrupted or that they | 
had not suflicient intelligence to under- 
stand the case. but do not let them 
salve their conscience with the pretense 
of sympathy for a woman, when that 
woman had unsexed herself and shown 
herself the equal to the worst of men 
in cruelty and malignity.”’ 

A FIXED CASE. 
[San Francisco Post. 

The Los Angeles vitriol-throwing 
case has ended as might have been ex-' 
pected. The frequent continuances 
that have been granted gave the im- 

ression that the Case was tobe “fixed.” 

he result of the trial has not changed 
that impression. 

The evidence was of the most con- 
vincing character. The self-defense 
story broke down completely, yet the 
jury disagréed, with three of its mem- 
bers voting for acquittal. 

The grounds on which the three jurors 
came to the conclusion that the defen- 
dant was innocent, were peculiar, to 
say the least. They argued that she 
was a woman, and that even if she was 

uilty, a woman should not be punished 

or sucha crime. If the District At- 
torney is not as incompetent as he ap- 
pears to be, and.is not ‘‘flxed,”’ as the 
jury appears to have been, ‘he will 
have the three jurors arrested for per- 
jury at the least. The oath that a jur- 
or takes when he goes into the box dis- 
claims the influence of fear or favor 
and makes no exception because the 
defendant happens to be a woman ora 
Baptist or a Democrat or a foreign- 
born citizen There is no question of 
ang in crime, any more than of religion 
litics or race. 
the case of Petrie and Mrs. Rozelle 
is of no importance in itself. They are 
two infamous persons, and are known 
as such wherever the accounts of the 
case have been read. A conviction or 
an acquittal could have no effect on 
the defendant's reputation. But it is 
the public concern that crime shall be 
punished. Any exception that is not 
made by the law is against public in- 
terest. Such juries as the one that 
tried Mrs. Rozelle are a menace to 
order. Juries that consider anything 
besides the evidence are the main reli- 
ance of the criminal classes. 

The press of Los Angeles should 
rouse to its duty in this matter. It is 
plain that the courts and prosecuting 
officers are either corrupt or careless. 
In either case the press can accomplish 
‘much b giving publicity to the inside 
facts. It is a less charming business 
to point out the corruption of courts 
and license of criminals than to whoop 
up the boom. But it is a plain duty, 
and in no other way can the boom be 
p laced on a more solid foundation than 

y assuring the possible immigrant 
that he will be protected in his person 
and his property. 

The Los Angeles press should work 
persistently for the prompt trial of of- 
fenders before honest juries. 

[The Post is on a wrong tack, of 
course. The lame and impotent con- 
clusion of the Rozelle case was due, 
not to a corrupt court or incompetent 
prosecutor, but to three asinine jurors. 
—Eb.

LUCERNE (Cal.), Aug. 13:—{Special 


correspondence of THe Times.’ “‘Be- 


fore the coal mines were discovered,”’ 
said a ranchman, ‘‘It was a wild sortof 
a country here, and you might have 


_ walked a month around where the/ tabl 
ghafts are and never seen a human 

_.. being.. Now, with the visitors and the: 
. people buying up land, and the excite- 


ment about gold, silver, copper and 
iron, aman can’t go out for a day’s 
shooting without running against a 
boom or a syndicate. I like it, and then 
again I don’t; you see, this was a very 
old hunting ground, and all this put- 
ting up hotels and houses scares off the 
big game. Why, man, I’ve shot deer 
and mountain lion right where this 
hotel stands, and seen herds of 
antelope between here and _ the 
Jake; but’I ean’t say I have 
any good cause to growl, as this town 
is making me rich, and is growing so 
that all the land between here and the 
lake is bound to come into it and a 
heap more way back; it can’t be helped 
and it makes me smile, too. I came 


* out here some fifteen years ago, and the 


home folks looked on me as sort of 
crazy. Some called me a hermit, but 
as soon asI clapped my eyes on this 


country of Southern California I knew. 


it was too good aclimate to be kept 


“down, and now everybody sees it; and 


Ihad a letter from an 
mine, that was always 
calling me a _ hermit, asking if I 
wouldn’t put him on to some soft 
snaps in land; he wanted to move out 
here. I wrote back he’d better stay in 
Kansas; we didn’t have no sunstrokes 
here, no — mad dogs, and sich, 
and he’d bound to get home-sick 
and want to go back; ‘but,’ added the 
rancher, ‘*I reckon he’ll come all the 
same.”’ 

**We’ve got the finest hunting country, 
according to my ideas,” he continued, 
‘tin this part of the state, you see, it’s 
ouly been opened up within a short 
time. The railroad hasn’t been through 
here for a very long time, and the 
game hasn’t had a chance to get well 
scared yet, though itis well drove up 
into the mountains. In the winter 
time you can count a million ducks and 
geese on the lake,if you are anything 
of a counter; in the morning the noise 
they make isa caution. Here at the 
hotel they won’t have to ring a gong for 


the other 


‘to wake folks up, the ducks and gees 


will do it.” 

‘**Bear is plenty up in the range, but 
it requires work to get at them on ac- 
‘count of the rough nature of the coun- 
try, the greasewood is hard to get 
through. Some years ago I had a close 


call. with a big grizzly. I had some 


sheep here then, and when I rounded 
up, one week, I found three or four 
were gone, and one was just able to 
get along; so I made up my mind that 
a bear or mountain lion was after 
them, and made my plans to take a 
hand in the fun myself. My sheep 
were feeding over there where the 
coal mine is, and right where they 


are heaping it up I had my 
camp for a while. If I’d known 
that I was lying in a_ coal 


bonanza I reckon I’d let the sheep go, 


and began a-diggin’; but, as it was, I 


- didn’t know it. I found that in the 


mornings and evenings the sheep 
strayed up toward the hills, and the 
bear probably came down out of the 
cafion and scooped them in. I started 
out one morning early, hoping to catch 
him about daylight, and before the sun 
came rolling up over the Arizona des- 
ert I was half-way up the Tsmecula 
rocks. If you have never been up the 
sides of those mountains, don’t try it 
without being well fixed; it’s hard 
work. I took the cafion after a while, 
and finally it got so rough that I 
strap my rifle on my back, to make 
it easier. I reckon I had gone about a 
thousand yards this way, when I came 
toa big rockin the bed, and had to 
make a spring to get to it. The mo- 
ment I got up I heard a snarl and a 
growl, and reached for my gun, but I 
couldn’t work it, and the next minute 
a big grizzly had dropped right onto 
me. I had run right into him without 
his seeing me. I saw I was ina 
bad shape, so I pulled out 
my knife, and, as he tried to 
hug me, let him have about 
twelve inches of steel right in the 
throat. If I’d had any sense I’d have 
played dead, but the knife grazed him 
aad he grabbed me with his teeth, 
shook me like a rat and began to claw 
my clothes off. I got in another cut 
when he took me by the arm, and for a 
while I thought my end had come; all 
the time he was growliny as a dog does 
over a bone.

put it mild, it was gloomy; and more 
than once I wished I was home.

You would hardly be- 
lieve how far they would jump; but 
from an elevation they’ve been known 
to clear over fifty foot after a deer. and 
thirty foot a little above the level is 
nothing. It’s been measured. on the

‘*honk honk”’ could be heard for miles; 
then big cranes by the thousands. 
Swarms that look like silvery stars | 
when they fly. and so thick that I’ve 
brought them down by tiring into the 
flock with a rifle. Even if a 
man don’t care about game it’s worth 
coming here in the season to see the 
birds alone. 

One does not need be told that Lake 
Elsinore is the sportman’s paradise of 
Southern Californiay it is evident ata 
glance. The bush is full of dainty quail; 
the cry of the mountain variety is 
heard in the chapparal of the ee 
aceful long-billed curlew flock 
upon the lake shores, while the dark 
forms of the black-winged ibis attract 
one across the willows. In the elevated 
spots below Lucerne road-runners run 
about as abundant as need be, half a 
dozen being seen in a single clearing; 
and on the lake in rich contrast to its 
green tint, was a flock of swans, sug- 
gestive of joys in store for the sports- 
man in the coming season. Up to the

And 
now that good hotels are being built at 
Lucerne, at the head of the lake, scores 
of moneyed men of leisure will come 
here, and of course benefit the entire 
country, as they will want to see the 
towns and cities from Santa Barbara 
and Los Angeles to San Diego and be- 
yond.
